ARIS, April 14.—The remarkable search which Ambassador Porter 
has conducted for the body of Paul Jones has been crowned with 
success by the discovery of the body and its identification today 
by the highest French medical experts as unquestionably that of the 
famous American admiral who founded the American navy. 
Ambassador Porter cabled to Washington tonight, announcing the 
successful results of his long and difficult search. The body is in a 
good state of preservation, considering that the interment took place 


The circumstances leading to the final discovery of the body are 
particularly interesting. Gen. Porter has conducted the search for 
the last five years, and when Congress recently took no action upon 
the President's recommendation for the expenses incident to the 
search, the Ambassador continued the extensive labors at his own 


A large force of workmen has been engaged night and day tunnel- 
ing and cross-tunneling the old St. Louis Cemetery. This constituted 
n huge operation, eMbracing nearly a block covered with buildings and 
requiring a system of subterranean mining. 


PARIS, April 14.—Hundreds of wood- 
en caskets were found, but not until 
Wednesday were unearthed four leaden 
caskets which gave promise of con- 
taining the body of the admiral. Three 
of them bore plates designating the 
names of the deceased. The fourth 
showed superior solidity of workman- 
ship. No plate was found on this cas- 
ket and it is supposed it was removed 
when another coffin was superimposed 
on it.

Five Thousand Local Jews to 
Observe Feast. 
Myers Coming to Synagogue 
Beth Israel. 


Today is “Shabbath Hagodoul,” the 
beginning ot a period of special reli- 
gious observance among the Hebrews 
that will continue until the full Pass- 
over days are past. 

Next Wednesday, at sundown, begins 
the Passover, and the Feast of Unieav- 
ened Bread will continue for eight days. 
This is one of the three great festi- 
vals of the Hebrew people, ‘and it will 
be observed by fully 1500 families in 
Los Angeles, or approximately 5000 
people. 

On Wednesday, in the orthodox Jew- 
in households of Los Angeles the 
good housewife will sweep every room.“ 
clear out every receptacle for food 
and make a thorough search to be sure 
that the least crumb of leavened bread 
is removed. The crumbs are all care- 
fully burned, as there shall be no 
leavened bread in the home during 
the Feast of the Passover. - 

At both the reformed and orthodox 
synagogues of this city there will be 
services in accord with the season to- 
day, preparatory for the great feast 
of liberation. Next Wednesday even- 
ing at both Temple B'nai B'rith and 
Synagogue Beth Israel there will be 
the tmtroductory ritualistic service, 
generally termed “the short service,” 
And then all Jews to whom traditions 
of the fathers are dear will return to 
their heuseholds to have the Passover 
feast. 

In the orthodox home there will be 
a religious service; the members of the 
family will take their places at the 
table, in a  halt-reclining vosition, 
when the head of the house will drink 
the first glass of wine, and the young- 
eat child will inquire: “Why is this 
day different from all the other days 
of the year, in that we eat unleavene! 
bread and the lamb with bitter herbs?” 
Then the father will recite the story 
of the Passover, and the rescue of the 
childgen of Israel from Egyptian bon4- 
age by the hand of God, and after this 

the feast of lamb, unleavened bread 
and Ditter herbs proceeds. This Is 
ealled the “seder,”’ and for this feast 
every member of the household who 
has been absent is supposed to return 
home, if possible. | 

During the Passover feast four 
glasses of wine, generally made of 
raisins and unfermented, are drunk. 
The first is a symbol of the triumph 
of the day of liberty for Israel; the 
second is a symbol of the redemption 
of the people; the third is for the re- 
joicing over the goodness of God to 
His chosen people, no matter where

FOR BUCKEYE: 


Suit ‘Against Canal Company 
by Denver Man, . 
Experiments in New Variety 
of Citrus Fruit. 


| Puzzle Over Taxing Half a 


Million Sheen. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Arts) April '13.—James 
H. Pershing of Denver has filed suit in 
the district court here, asking for the 
appointment of a receiver for the 
Buckeye Canal Company, in the lower 
end of this valley. The necessity for 
this suit is deplored as it indicates 
that the enterprise has not been a suc- 
cess financially ané that this particular 
canal is in a class by itself in respect 


other in the valley. The 
cause of this action might be laid to 
the damage done by the recent ff 
though another important cause is the 
attitude of the farmers under the canal 
toward it, as the result of conditions 
obtaining last summer. Mr. Pershing, 
it is understood, represents the canal 
management, which, seeing ingolvency 
ahead of it in the event of adverse 
judgments in pending damage suits, 
seek to have all creditors share alike. 
The Buckeye canal waters one of 
the richest farming districts In this 
valley and lies entirely without the 
Roosevelt reservoir irrigation district, 


It has always 
had the best water supply of any canal 
enterprises in the valley and the farms 
under it have been most prosperous; 
more so, in fact, than elsewhere. Ths 
enterprise was originally codperative 
but, passing through various owner- 
ships, it became the property of — 
present owners who made many 

provements at great expense and — 
nished ample water. A year ago, ap- 


proximately, it raised the 
cf water a i Tittle, which fact 
was taken exception to by nu- 


merous of its patrons. The explana- 
tion for the raise was betterment and 
heavy expense destned to more than 
repay the water users in ample and 
dependable supply. When the floods 
came last summer great damage was 
done to the dam in the Gila River and 
to the canal itself. By reason of delay 
in its repair, whether neceteary or not 
remains to be proved, the farmers were 
for some time. witnout water. Being 
already displeased at a raise in the 
price cf watereand suffering for want 
of the water they paid for and claim 
they did not get, many filed damage 
suits against the canal for the amount

ress. The ling of this suit is undoubdt- 
ly to protect the company, or rather 
‘ite creditors, should the worst follow 
‘from a financial point of view. Until 
the floods the canal enter - 
prise seeemd to be progressing in es- 
cellent shape and for the goood of the 
country in genera: it is hoped some sat- 
isfactory solution of its difficulties may 
be worked out. 
TESTS OF CITRANGE. 
The experiment farm of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, near Phoenix, has 
een provided with a few citrange trees 
for testing. The citrange is a new cit- 
rus fruit originated by the Department 
of Agriculture a few years ago and 
which has been mentioned frequently in 
the newspapers. The tree is the t 
ol crosses of the common sweet orange 
and the hardy Trifoliate orange which 
latter can be grovn out of doors as far 
north as Philadelphia or even New 
York City. The hybrid combines to 
some extent the good qualities of both 
parents. It is intermediate in hardiness 
and in eating quality as well as in other 
respects. It has withstood a tempera- 


grown as far south as South Carolina 
and parts of Tenressee and Arkansaa. 
It wil in no manner supplant the pres- 
ent citrus fruits, but it may make a 


be grown in latitades a little higher 
than. present recognized citrus belts, 
thereby providing a new delicacy for 
certain sections. This valley ts consid- 
ered an excellent place for testing, as 
‘a part of it ts claimed to be ta- 
comparable for citrus fruits, while there 
are adjacent altituc.es to which the cit. 
range might be well adapted. 

| SHEEP TAX PUZZLE. 

About 400,000 sheep have been driven 
into this valley for shearing the present 
year. This has been a custom for a 
rumber of years and the Legislature 
has provided laws requiring owners to 
make affidavit of the number they have 
and where from so that eachflock may 
be taxed proportionately in each of the 
counties in which it has grazed. Thus 
far only a little over 100,000 have been 
reported and the situation is rather 
confusing. The reason is that this year 
not only sheep from the northern coun. 
ties of Arizona, but many herds from 
New Mexico, have teen here for shear- 
ing and there is no way by which Ari- 
zona can collect taxes on New Mexico 
sheep. 

One bright statesman in the recent 
Legislature fathered a bill th the 
best intention, authorizing a tax of 
some sort on these sheep, but the Gov. 
ernor fafied to sign it, being unable to 
find in the law ot the Bible any tax 
either for protect. e tariff or internal 
tevenue on the broperty of another 
State or Territory.

NGINES COME 
FOR NEW LINE. 


FIFTY BIG LOCOMOTIVES FOR 
SALT LAKE TRAFFIC. 
— 
Activity at Sheps in Prep- 
aration for Openi inee 
Sent Out to Learn the Road—Quee- 


tion of Water on Desert Still Both- 
ersome. 


Equipment for the Salt Lake road is 
arriving rapidly in preparation for the 
projected opening of the line to through 
traffic in May. 

Fifty-one new locomotives have been 
delivered recently at Salt Lake City 
and 2500 cars of all kinds are on the 
way. , Twenty-five of the locomotives 
are néar Daggett and the remainder 
are at the eastern end of the line. This 
makes a total of 105 engines now in the 
possession of the company. 

The new engines are of the Pacific 
type, those for use east of Las Vegas 
being fitted for burning coal, while oil 
will be the fuel used west of that 
point. 

Already the recently engaged engine- 
men have been sent out to “learn the 
road.” A large force of engineers and 
firemen have been engaged, and it is 
said that over six hundred applications 
for employment have been received 
from this class of labor in various parts 
of the country. 

Water supply is the most vexing ques- 
tion. There is an abundance of water 
at different places on the line, but much 
of it is extremely harmful to locomotive 
boilers. Chemical compounds to im- 
prove its quality will be used unthH a 
satisfactory supply, similar to that at 
Las Vegas and one or two other aces, 
is found. 

A pipe line thirty miles long is being 
constructed in Lincoln county, Nevada. 
to carry water to the railroad. 

While the preparations are hum- 
ming for the actual operation 
of the road, there ts equal ac- 
tivity at the Los — terminal to 
care for the incoming and outgoing 
business, both freight and passenger. 
The latest improvement decided upon 
is an extension to the passenger station 
on East First street. An extension of 
this Building is to be made toward the 
south, to give more room for passen- 
gers and baggage. 

An extensive addition to the freight 
house on Aliso street also is being made 
and several new team tracks are being 
put in near Seventh, Myers and Aliso 
street to facilitate the handling of 
freight. 
The railroad yards east af the river

The Imperial Café is on the “unfair” 
list of the Central Council of Agitation. 
The laborites came to their decision 
night before last, and the restaurant is 
now expected by them to shrink, wither 
and shrivel utterly away under the 
blight. 
The Imperial, for the first time in 
many months, is at last completely 
out from under the union domination, 
and the escape from thralidom is agita- 
ting indeed to the boycotters and trou- 
ble-makers. 
The new proprietors are H. E. Milling 
and Max Nickel, and when both came 
out a short time ago and joined the 
Citizens’ Alliance, the labor trust stood 
aghast. The agitator’s octopus for 
years had swayed everything at the 
cafés; they had usually held the pro- 
prietors down with the waiters’ union, 
and when this failed they had stopped 
the union-brand of music, and to let 
the melodie stream flow again, owners 
had usually kotowed. As a last resort 
the influence of the unionized brewerles 
had always proved effectual. 

But Milling and Nickel stood for run- 
ning their own business in their own 
way. and the totemizers, accepting this 
as an undeniable indication of the fail- 
ure of labor bossism in Los Angeles, 
began to lay awake nights to think out 
an evil remedy.

Bride of Six Months ths Worried Sick Over

SEATTLE EXPERIMENT. 

An ordipance has been introduced 
in the City Council of Seattle, creating 
the office of tree warden... Important 

duties will be assigned to the new offi- 
cial, should the ordinance pass. The 


purpose of the act, according to the 


Seattle Times, is “to make uniform, 
so far as possible, the improvement 


of parking strips in front of private 


property, and in a general way to aid 
in beautifying the city. The new 
official,” continues the Times, WII 
have charge of all tree planting on 
parking strips in the city. Under 
present conditions trees are planted. 
without any ‘system or uniformity. 
The bill makes it unlawful for any per- 
son to plant trees in parking strips 
save under the direction and by the 
authority of the tree warden.” The 
tree warden is to be under the direc 

ion of the Board of Public Works, and 
he is required to report to that body. 

One section of the measure makes! 
unlawful to plant more than one kin 
dk tree on any one street or avenue, 
and it is further provided that “only 
such trees as are designated and ap- 
proved by the Board of Public Works 
shall be planted on parking strips, and 
that the work, even to sodding and 
the furnishing of soil for the trees, 
must be done under the direction of 
the tree warden.” 

There is no doubt that the office of 
tree warden, if it be filled by a 
competent and energetic man, will 
prove to be an effective instrumenta!- 
ity for beautifying the city. There 
has been a distinct reawakening of the 
public, in most of the larger cities 
and villages of the country, to the 
value of trees as an element of urban 
edornment. It is.of course desirable, 
in order that work of this kind shall 
be moat effective, to observe a certain 
uniformity in the planting and care 
of trees along the strips between side- 
walk end curb. But it is not well to 


carry the idea of uniformity too far, 
for this ‘would produce an appearance 
of stiffness and artificiality. 

The provision that only one kind of 
tree shall be planted on any one street 
obviously goes too far in the direc- 
tion of uniformity. A street present- 
ing some variety of foliage and habit 
in the trees lining its sides would be 
far more attractive than one present- 
ing long rows of trees of the same 
kind. People who love trees have

limits. The trimming of trees is an 
important matter as regards the ap- 
pearance of a street, but the owner 
should be permitted to trim his own 
trees if he prefers to do so, conform- 
ing, as a matter of course, to the 
general rule prescribed by the city 
as to the height to which they shail 
be trimmed. 

The greatest foe to handsome and 
symmetrical trees is the electric line- 
man. If allowed to cut and slash as 
he pleases. he will invariably trans- 
torm the moet symmetrical tree into 
an ili-proportioned object which is an 
Offense to good taste. Therefore it 
is necessary to keep the electric line- 
man under restraint. If Seattle edopts 
the pending ordinance, it would be 
well to add to it a clause forbidding 
electric linemen to touch a tree except 
it be under the supervision the 
tree warden. 

If the Seattle ordinance be adopted 
and put into effect, it ought to result 
in making that city, within a few 
years, even more beautiful than it is 
at present. Long live the tree war- 
den, and may he flourish like a green 
bay tree.

Last, but by no means least, 
the banks of the country have been 
to some extent placed under suspicion 
by the statement brought out during 
a trial in New York that a national 
bank of that city, affiliated with the 
Standard Oil Company, had loaned a 
brokerage firm over a million dollars, 
in $100,000 installments, without any 
other security than faith in the bor- 
rower, the lack of foundation for such 
faith being shown by the fact that the 
borrower subsequently failed. It is 
added that this revelation of loose 
financial methods created a tremendous 
sensation in Wall street. Let us hope 


that it will not be merely a nine days 


wonder, but that the lesson will be 
taken to heart and heeded. | 

It will be a sad day for this coun- 
try when the mass of the people get 
it imto their heads that our big finan- 
cial institutions—our insurance 80 
eletles and banks and commercial 
agencies—are simply subservient tools 
of the handful of multi-millionaires 
who are getting nearer and nearer to 
the commercial control of the United 
States, with the United States Senate 
in the background as @ sort of com- 
bination attorney and fiduciary agent. 
Some people express regret and 
at these disclosures. On the other 
hand, The Times regards it as a good 


thing that this partial lifting of the 


lid from the pot of “high finance” 
should happen, as it may save a dis- 
astrous explosion. 

It appears to be high time for the 
introduction of a little more solidity 
and conservatism in the field of high 
finance.

NE CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS. 
Railway engineering and operat- 


ing experts allege that one of the 
fruitful sources of accidents on Amer- 


ican railways is that of defective rails, 
and that these are due to the greed 
of the steel trust in turning out an 
inferior quality of rails. It is said 
that the cause for the increase in the 


output of defective rails is “the de- 
Are of steel manufacturers to secure 


economical operation and enlarged 
Quite naturally, this desire 
has led to “careless, inefficient and 
less expensive methods of manufac- 
turing than formerly.” 

Without a doubt, there is truth in 
this indictment. “A broken rail” is 
so frequently given as the cause of 
A railway accident that we can hardly 
doubt that on many lines an inferior 
quality of rails has been used. Spread- 
ing rails, arid accidents on curves, due 
to the bending or breaking of the rail 
sustaining the heaviest centrifugal 
thrust, are also events of common oc- 
currence. AccidentS of this class, 
while they might occur if the best 
qualities of rails were used, would 
certainly not occur so often as they 
do when the rails are an inferior prod- 
uct. And the number of accidents 
which occur annually, clearly due to 
inferior rails. seems to prove, con- 
clusively enough, that inferior raile 
are used very extensively in railroad 
construction, as claimed by railway 
engineering and operating experts.

M. P. Wilson, a negro vagrant en 
route from San Fernando to the County 
Jail, risked his life for liberty yesterday 
morning by jumping from the window 
of a moving train near Tejunga.
